DR. FREDERICK TEMPLE, 


Archbishop of Oanterbury, Who Died in |

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The Most Rev. Fred- 
erick Temple, archbishop of Canterbury 
and primate of all England, who had been 
ill for sometime past, is dead. 

The archbishop pessed away peacefully 
at 8:15 o’clock in the presence of his wife 
and two sons. 

His death had been anticipated for some 
days, and only the archbishop’s remarka- 
ble vitality enabled him to counteract his 
extreme weakness, The final collapse oc- 
curred about 6 o’clock, and he was un- 
conscious toward the end. 

The primate died of o10 age. He was 
81. The pathetic scene in Westminster ab- 
bey, at the coronation of King Edward, 
was one of the earlier indications of his 
failing strength. Then came the collapse 
in the House of Lords at the conclusion of 
a vigorous sp2ech in support of the educa- 
tion bill. He had not left his bed since, 
He will be «buried at Canterbury. The 
bishop of Winchester is considered likely 
to be his suceessor.

IN VIOLATION OF DECREES 


BROUGHT TO TERMS BY COM- 
MANDER OF AMERICAN SHIP. 


Incident at La Guayra, Which Clearly 
Indicates a Lack of Unity on the 
Part of the Blockading 
Squadron.

CARACAS, Dec. 23.—The Red D liner 

Caracas safely entered the harbor of La 

Guayra at 8 o'clock this morning. 

The mail, freight and passengers of the 
Caracas were landed at 10 o'clock. 

The captain of the British cruiser Tribune 
notified the commander of the Caracas that 
throughout her stay at La Guayra she 
must leave the harbor every night. This 
message is regarded as vexatious and 
causes great cxpense to the owners of the 
steamer. 

There were five newspaper correspondents 
on board the Caracas. 

The commanidicr of the British cruiser 
Tribune yesterday notified Mr. Schuyck, the 
consul of Great Britain, that the Caracas 
could enter the port of La Guayra today. 
The Tribune then sailed from La Guayra, 
leaving the Italian cruiser GGiovanni Bau- 
san in charge of the blockade. 

The first act cf the commander of the 
Bausan was to notify the agents of the 
Red D line that the Caracas. would not be 
allowed to land her passengers, mails or 
freight. 

The commander of the United States gun- 
boat Marietta, Lieutenant - Commander 
Diehl, the commander of the French cruiser 
Troude and the United consul were imme- 
diately informed of the stand taken by the 
Italian commander, whose decision was 
regarded as violating the terms of the aé 
crees establishing the blockade, which al- 
lowed ali steamers coming from the United 
States 10 days’ grace from the date, ef the 
establishment of the blockade, Dec. 20, in 
which to reach Venezuelan ports. 

Mr. Boulton of Boulton & Co., agents of 
the line, and all the foreign consuls entered 
protests against the Italian commander's 
decision, and the commander of the Ma- 
rietta and the United States consul cabled 
to Washington for instructions. . 

Meanwhile, Lieut. Diehl, after an hour’s 
conference with the Italian commander, 
suceeeded in convincing him he was wrong 
In his interpretation of the blockade de- 
crees, and finally the captain of the Bausan 
assured Lieutenant-Commander Diehl that 
the Caracas would be allowed to enter the 
port of La Guayra without hindrance. 


Mr. Boulton then was notified that the 
Caracas wouid have free entry and he ca- 
bied to Willemstad, where she was await- 
ing orders, instructing Capt. Woodrick to 
proceed to La Guayra.

FOR AND AGAINST 
THE ALLIES’ PLAN. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—When the al- 
lies sent their formal and joint request that 
President Roosevelt arbitrate the Vene- 
zuelan trouble, it is expected to be so 
strong that the President will promptly ac- 
cede to it. 

The request is expected at the state de- 
partment today, but it may not arrive until 
Wednesday. As this note will be formality 
itself, it will be carefully prepared. 

The preponderance of sentiment expected 
expressed by members of Congress is that 
President Roosevelt should not accept the 
request to become sole arbitrator. Mem- 
bers of the Senate and House foreign rela- 
tions committees think the President should 
not serve in this capacity and would not be 
able to satisfy all the interésted parties. 

Senator Cullom, chairman of the Seh- 
ate committee on foreign affairs, has re- 
ceived a number of letters and telegrams 
from pra@minent people in the West, re- 
questing that he exert his influence to pre- 
vent the President from assuming such a 
perilous undertaking. 

Formal notices of the blockade af Vene- 
zuelan ports have been received from Ger- 
many, England and Italy. 

This means that a state of war exists. 
Therefore the United States must issue a 
prociamation of neutrality, unless it in- 
tends to take sides, which is regarded as 
out of the question. It is said there is no 
hurry about proclaiming neutrality, and 
it may not be necessary. If arbitration is 
agreed toit is expected that hostilitics will 
cease immediaely. 


OBJECTIONS TO THE PLAN. 

The anxiety which is felt here arises from 
the belief that if the President assumes to 
act a8 arbitrator he will be forced to pro- 
vide a means of executing his own decree. 
This, in turn, would seem to involve coar- 
cive action on the part of the Ufnited States. 
In other words, it is felt that Venesuela 
has no resources at all now except its crs-

Many conservative men look upon 
this contingency as one to be avoided. 

Tt is understood that the Soligmans, the 
National City Bank and Mr. L, J. Gage’s 
trust company actually are competing for 
the privilege of financing Venezuela out of 
its present difficulties, and possibly into 
others it knows not of. 

THE DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 

In their ultimatum Germany demanded 
the immediate payment of $343,763 and Great 
Britain demanded thse zimilar payment of a 
sum equal to that asked by Germany. As 
this was not by any means the full claims 
of either nation. these bave been cstimated 
by persons who are close to the situation 
to aggregate over $15,000,000. The payment 
of the balance, however, was noi demanded 
at once. No statement of the British claims 
has yet been made in Parliament. ¥, 

Fixing the exact amount of claims against 
Venezuela promises to be one of the most 
difficult propositions In front of a court of 
arbitration.

FIRST AUTHENTIC ACCOUNT 


GIVEN TO POST-DISPATCH BY IN- 
VENTOR’S ASSISTANT. 


First Message Was Sent Week Ago, 
but Announcement Was Withheld 
Until Greetings to Kings Were 
Transmitted Sunday. 


The following minute description of 
how the first wireless messages were 
Sent across the Atlantic ocean was se- 
cured for the New York World and Post- 
Dispatch exclusively. from a member of 
Signor Marconi’s staff, who enjoys his 
full confidence. It is the only authentic 
account issued from the Glace Bay head- 
quarters. By request the Post-Dispatch 
withholds the name of its informant, but 
is free to state that the details emanate 
from the highest source, and may be re- 
garded as official.

GLACE FAY, N. 8., Dec. 23..—Marconi 
successfully tranemitted hig first complete 
message across the ocean on the evcning 
of Dec. 16, nearly a weck before the officail 
announcement of the achievement was 
made. The message was sent to the Lon- 
don Times hy Dr. Parkin (M. P. for Tor- 
onto), its correspondent. 

The secret of its successful receipt was 
kept by the great London dally at the re- 
quest of Sig. Marconi until he could com- 
plete the transmission of wireless messag2s 
to King Edward tnd King Victor Emman- 
uel of Italy. 

The news that Sig. Morconi had achieved 
this great success would have been made at 
least four days earlier had not a defect been 
discovered in the sending apparatus direct- 
ly after the London Times message was 
sent on Dee. 16. ‘This necessitated a -le- 
lay of several Jays for repairs before the 
messages to the two KEurcpean monarchs 
could be sent. 

Turing this interval the esecret that a 
complete message had been sent, and re- 
ceived was faithfully kept by the few who 
knew it. The first message was printed in 
yestcerday’s London Times, along with the 
official announcement of the receipt of the 
wireless messages transinitted to King Ed- 
wart an? King Victor Emmanuel. 


FIRST ATTEMPT SUCCESSFUL. 

The first serious attempt to transmit 
a complete message was made on Dec. 
164, because all was then ready for the test, 
and the conditions on that evening appeared 
particularly favorable to success. It had 
been planned by the inventor that the event 
shou:d occur shortly before Christmas, 

{t was early in the evening. Marconi, 
pale, slight, almust boyish locking, in a 
gray checked business suit and sealskin 
cap. was surrounded by his staff, Dr. Par- 
kin, M. P., the London Times correspon- 
dent: Marquis Solari, lieutenant in the Ital- 
jan nuvy, and the inventor’s private secre- 
tary. 

A message to the Times, written by Dr. 
Parkin, was selacted for first transraission. 

The room from which the message was 
sent is one of those in the big instrument 
house that stands between the four high- 
wire towers of the Table Head Station. 
The room was brilliantly lighted, and the 
epectators listered in silence to the click- 
ing off of the message, which all felt was 
to mark an important epoch in electrical 
history. 

The Table Head Station, from which the 
message was projected across the ocean to 
the Poldhu Station, Cornwall, England, 


stands on a bare and cheerless promontory,

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quarters, and 15 miles away is Sydney.

The station is marked by four towefs, 
rising 250 feet in the air. They taper up- 
ward from the ground, and are constructed 
of wooden lattice work. Up through them 
stretch the wires, from which the inventor 
projected his message. 

The towers form a square, inside of which 
is the wooden building, where the Marconi 
instruments are kept. 

The wires extending through the towers 
are all gathered in this little building, in 
one end of which is the power plant for 
the station. Seventy yards away is the 
straggling wooden house, as plain as a 
barn. in which Sig. Marconi has made his 
home since he came here at the end of 
October. 

Since he came here, Signor Marconi had 
been perfecting his apparatus preparatory 
to the crowning test. As long as 4&4 
month ago he succeeded in exchanging sig- 
nals with the Poldhu Station. 

This occurred repeatedly. No complete 
message, however, was transmitted, and 
the experiments proved to the inventor 
that he would have to make certain modi- 
fications in the apparatus before the service 
between Poldhu and Table Head would be 
caple to transmit elaborate messages. One 
difficulty was that the Poldhu plant was 
inferior to the one here. His first tests 
had been directed to finding out the trans- 
mitting capacity of his station. 

Delay in the final test was caused by the 
unreadiness of much of the apparatus and 
the necessity of replacing certain other 
parts which had been injured in the ex- 
perimental tests. New apparatus had to 
be brought from Montreal, and this re- 
quired several days. 

This period of waiting was improved by 
perfecting all his machinery and getting 
ready for the crucial moment. It was a 
busy time for bis staff, and in all their 
work Marconi took a leading part. 

The bleak spot on which the station is 
situated would hardly be called a pleasure 
resort, the weather being arctic, with the 
thermometer often at 7 or 8 degrees below 
zero. 

The apparatus was in perfect order, and 
the conditions were all excellent on the 
evening of Dec. 16, when Mr. Marconi de- 
cided to make the supreme test. 

Those of his staff who were present 
were: R. N. Vyvian, managing engineer 
in Canada; two operators, Mr. Vyvian’'s 
two assistants, two members of Marconi’s 
personal technical staff, T. W. Paget and 
G. 8. Kent. 

The inventor worked the transmitting 
key with his own hand. He sat care- 
lessiy on the table, his thin white lips 
tightly compressed and his bright eyes 
glittering.

NOT READY AT POLDHU. 

The Poldu station at Cornwall, not being 
in readiness to send messages in return, 
the Hittle company in the room at Table 
Head could not tell whether the ticking in 
the Table Head station had been repeated 
in the Marcon! station on the Cornwall! 
coast. When the sending was finished, 
Marconi went to his house to wait for a 
code cable message, telling whether his 
effort had succeeded. 

The local telegraph office was closed for 
the night. When the message was received 
by the operator, early the next morning, 
he telephoned it over to Marconi’s house. 
Marconi’s own private room is nearest the 
telephone, and it was he himself who an- 
swered the call. 

The cable message informed him that 
(the massage to the Times had been re- 
ceived and forwarded. 

Marconi then called in two of his staff 
and told them of the message. Whaa 
they showcred him with congratulations, 
he smiled and simply said: 

“This is all right. I 
didn't [?"° 

Mesages to King Edward and King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel would have been sent imme- 
diately if the apparatus would have per- 
mitted. An important piece of the appar- 
atus was found to be out of crder, and 
nearly four days were reyuired to repair it. 

OTHER MESSAGES SENT. 

When this was done, personal messagos 
from Marceni to King Edward, from Lord 
Minto to the King and from Commander 
Martini of the cruise- Carlo Alberto, to 
King Victor Emmanuel, were sent, as told 
in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. It was not 
until acknowledgement of these were re- 
ceived that the news was first given to the 
public. 

Further messages have since been trans- 
mitted from Sir Richard Cartwright, acting 
premier of Canada, to the London Times, 
conveying congratulations of the Dominion 
government to the British pecple upon 
Marconi’s feat, declared it as the greatest 
achievement of modern science, also a mes- 
sage to the Italian minister of marine. 

When an fnkling of the succese of Mar- 
coni got out through the crew of the Italian 
crusier Carlo Alterto, it was not believed 
here by the natives. The cruiser came here 
at the end of October with Marconi on 
board, and has been lying in Sydney harbor 
ever since. 

Her commander, C. Martini, was present 
at many cf the experiments, and sent a 
message to King Victor Emmanuel from 
the staticn. The mission of the cruiser hav- 
ing been ended by the success of the in- 
vention, she sailed today for Venezuela. 

As the cruiser vassei out of the harbor, 
she fired a salute to the Marcon! station, 
which was responded to by the dipping of 
the Italian flag at the summit of one of the 
towers. 


CANADA GAVE SUBSIDY. 

The station at Table Head is much like 
that at Poldhu, Cornwall, where the més- 
sage was received. The Canadian govern- 
ment, it will be remembered, gave a subsidy 
of $80,000 last psring to encourage the inven- 
tion. Mir. Marconi will give his personal 
attention to bringing the Cornwall station 
to the standard of the station here when 
he returns to England. 

Mr. Marconi will visit New York about 
the first week in January. He will ge first 
to tne Cape Cod station. He will sail from 
New York for England, going to Poldhu to 
make the necossary improvements in the 
plant there. After making thess improve- 
ments. he will inaugurate w‘~eless commu- 
nication between that station and botna 
Cape Breton and Cave Cod. 

Two of the most appreciated of the con- 
gratulatory messages received by the in- 
ventor were from Thomas A. Edison and 
Alexander Graham Bell. The messages 
were couched in cordial terms. 

Marconi informs the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent that just as soon as the wireless 
service between Cornwall and Canada is 
inaugurated, a message of greeting will be 
flashed over the ocean to Cornwall from 
Marconi, then back to America, containing 
words of good willtothe President of the 
United States. 

The President and King Edward will be 
invited to communicate across the At- 
lantic, through the air. Marconi expects to 
get the Table Head station in perfect con-

FLAGS OF THREE NATIONS. 

Ice and snow top the giant towers at 
Table Head. Today the Italian flag floats 
from one of the four, the British from an- 
other, the stars and stripes from the third 
and the station's own clors from the 
fourth, all fluttering together, indicating 
that these respective countries received 
Marconi’s success with delight. 

The store windows of the town were 
decked today in Italian colors. The ship- 
ping in Sydney harbor was gay with bunt- 
ing. and many gathered from surrounding 
districts. ‘ : 

When seen by the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, Marconi at first said he had noth- 
ing more to give out than was contained 
in his message to the correspondent, an- 
nouncing that messages had been success- 
fully semt across the ocean. Then he 
added: 

“IT cannot tell you definitely when we 
will have our stations ready for commercial! 
purposes. All that is required here is a 
little organizing, which is merely a matter 
of a short time. Some time ago, however, 
the English government, which controls 
the telegraph system of the United King- 
dom, proffered to make connections with 
the Poldhu stations, and that, of course, 
will have to be done before we can do a 
successful commercial businass. 

“Tt was rather amusing for us to read 
in the newspapers rumors of failure just 
at the time our experiments were reaching 
successful conclusions. 

‘T will remain at Table Head for a short 
time and then go to Cape Cod station, and 
from there to Cornwall to arrange for open- 
ing business for commercial purposes.”’ 

Marconi enjoyed his first good rest last 
evening. He left the station, a place of 
countless small wires and intricate ma- 
chinery, and, with his assistants, dined 
with several friends, including Mayor 
Crowe of Sydney and the Italian, British 
and American consuls. Conversation natur- 
ally turned on the “wizard's” achievement 
and the health of Marconi was duly hon-
